il  is  applied  t<»  •‘false  doclrims,"  ••doctrines  ol 
men,”  ••dctetrines  ol  rlevils,”  &,e.  VVe  nowlierel 
read  iu  tbe  !!>criplures  about,  doctrines  of  Christ,  : 
doctrines  of  snlvntion,  doctrines  ol  tbe  (iospel.  lJuij 
how  I'reqiUMitiy  is  Ibis  plirasisdooy  employed  by| 
prttachers  at  llie  present  day— particularly  I'artialisi  i 
prcuel.ers.  This  we  migbt  iiaiurally  expect  from: 
those  who  limit  tbe  Holy  One  of  Israel ;  for  wordsj 
must  lie  doubled,  and  twisted,  and  trebled,  in  orderj 
Ui  make  tbe  doctrine  of  endless  misery  iip|iear  in 
any  wise  consistent  with  tbe  perfections  of  the  Dei¬ 
ty,  or  witli  comtnon  sense.  II  1  urn  tbouubt  to  be 
too  particular  about  this  (ibraseobioy — and  if  it  be 
pleaded  that  Christ  and  tbe  apostles  taught  ditlerent 
doctrines,  i.  e.  tbe  doctrine  of  {Trace,  the  doctrine 
of  works,  the  doctrine  of  special  salvation,  the  doc¬ 
trine  of  universal  salvation,  tbe  doctrine  of  the  re¬ 
surrection  to  spiritual  life,  and  the  doctrine  tif  the 
resurrection  Irom  natural  death,  &,c.,  and  that,  there¬ 
fore,  we  are  justilied  in  employing  the  word  iu 
the  plural,  doctrines — if  this  be  pleaded,  I  answer, 
that  1  see  no  necessity,  even  then,  of  this  phraseo¬ 
logy.  I  admit  that  the  Scriptures,  and  that  Christ, 
have  inculcated  all  doctrine  that  is  necessary  liir 
the  Cliristian — but  then  I  see  no  necessity  of  speak¬ 
ing,  writing  or  preaching  about  Christ’s  doctrines, 
any  more  than  there  was  a  necessity  of  the  prophets!' 
and  apostles  employing  this  phraseology.  ! 

“(live  ear,  (J  ye  heavens,  (said  Mtises,)  and  1 
will  speak  :  and  hear,  O  earth,  the  words  of  myj 
mouth.  My  doctrine  shall  drop  as  the  rain.”  He: 
did  not  say,  “  My  doctrines  shall  drop  us  the  rain.”| 
In  this  song,  Moses  had  occasion  to  speak  of  the' 
goodness  of  God,  saying,  “  I  will  publish  the  name  I 
of  Ibe  Lord.  Ascribe  ye  greatness  unto  our  (iod. 
He  is  the  rock,  his  work  is  perfect ;  for  all  his  ways 
are  judgment.  A  God  of  truth  and  without  ini- 
■quity,  just  and  right  is  he.”  He  next  speaks  of 
the  injustice  and  iniquity  of  man,  saying,  ••  They 
have  corrupted  themselves.”  He  speaks,  also,  of ! 
many  other  things  ;  but  he  docs  not  preface  these 
sayings  with  the  word  doctrines,  in  the  plural,  but 
in  the  singular,  ••  My  doctrine  shall  drop  ns  the 
rain,”  Dent,  xxxii  :  2-5.  Job  says,  ••  My  doctrine 
is  pure.”  Job  xi :  4.  Solomon  says,  ••  1  give  yon 
good  doctrine,  forsake  not  my  law.”  Prov.  iv  : 
2.  The  prophet  said,  ••And  whom  shall  he  make 
to  understand  doctrine,'^ — and  again,  *•  They  that 
murmured  shall  learn  doctrine.'"  Isa.  xxviii  :  9, 
and  xxix  :  24.  In  Christ’s  sermon  on  the  mount, 
he  inculcated  many  things,  but  neither  Matthew, 
Mark  nor  Luke,  say,  when  Jesus  had  ended  these 
sayings,  “  The  people  were  astonished  at  his  doc¬ 
trines''  but  “doctrine."  Matt,  vii :  28  and  xxii :  33; 
Mark  i :  22  and  xi :  18  ;  Luke  iv  :  32.  “Jesus 
answered  them,  and  said.  My  doctrine  is  not  mine, 
but  His  that  sent  me.  If  any  man  will  do  his  will, 
he  shall  know  of  the  doctrine,  whether  it  be  of 
God.”  John  vii  :  16,  17.  “  And  they  continued 

steadfastly  in  the  apostle’s  doctrine," (not  doctrines. ) 
Acts  ii :  42.  “  Ye  have  filled  Jerusalem  with  your 
doctrine."  Acts  v  :  28.  “  Then  the  deputy,  when 

he  saw  what  was  done,  believed  ;  being  astonished 
at  the  doctrine  of  the  Lord.”  Acts  xiii :  12.  “  May 
we  know  what  this  doctrine,  whereof  thou  speakest, 
is.”  Acts  xvii :  19. 

But  time  would  fail  me  to  quote  all  the  passages 
where  the  word  is  used  in  the  singular,  and  not  in 
the  plural  number.  We  read  of  the  “  form  of  doc¬ 
trine  “  contrary  to  the  doctrine  which  ye  have 
learned  ;”  “  or  by  doctrine “  teach  no  other 
doctrine;"  “contrary  to  sound  doctrine;"  “good 
doctrine ;"  “  give  attendance  to  reading,  to  exhorta¬ 
tion,  to  doctrine;"  “take  ht»d  to  thy  doctrine;" 
“fully  known  my  doctrine;"  “profitable  for  doc¬ 
trine  ;"  “  reprove,  rebuke,  exhort  with  all  long  suf¬ 
fering  and  doctrine “  for  the  time  will  come  when 


they  will  not  endure  soumi  i/octi'i/ii; ••lliat  they 
may  adorn  tbe  doctrine  ol  God  our  Sijavioiir  in  all 
things;”  ••doctrine  ol  Cbrisi,”  &tc.  &ic.  lii  all 
ibese  |i'i>:>agcs,  tbe  word  is  uoed  in  Ibe  singular,  and 
not  once  in  tlie  plural  iiuiidier.  'I'be  pbrasi-,  •*ibe 
doctrine  ol'  Clirist,”  is  Ircipienily  cinployi'd  in  Ibe 
epistles  oi' J<din  ;  but  never  is  tbe  pbruse,  “doctrines 
of  Cbrisl”  mentioned. 

I  have  been  thus  [larlicular,  for  two  or  three  rea¬ 
sons.  Aiu\,frst.  because  onr  lirctlireii  have  iiad 
.a  bint  on  ibis  subject  befori!,  and  they  have  bin  In- 
ile  regarded  it — (some  of  ibem  at  leas!)  employing 
Ibe  phrase,  ••i/oct/'inca  of  Christ, ”  ••  doctrines  ol  ibe 
Gospel,”  us  lavishly  us  do  Ibe  Parlialisls.  Second- 
|/y,  because  I  know  bow  dispos«-d  mankind  are  lo 
slidi!  into  the  ancient  and  modern  Pharisee's  pro- ^ 
peiisity  of  leuebing  “doctrines,"  ••the  command-: 
merits  of  men,”  ••after  tlii!  traditions  of  men,  and 
not  iifnir  Christ.”  That  (Jlirist  used  the  word  in 
,lbe  plural  is  admitted — but  how?  Alwiiys  apply-] 

,  ing  it  to  the  ••  commandments  of  men,”  ••  false  doc- 
jtr  irte*.”  This,  also,  was  the  case  with  Ibe  a|)os- 
iles,  invariably.  Christ  reproved  the  iScrilies  and 
Pharisees,  bernusc  they  liuight  “doctrines,"  ••the 
comniandinents  of  men,”  and  says,  ••  Howlicit,  in 
I  vain  do  they  worship  me,  teaching  for  doctrines  (in 
the  plural)  thecommundments  of  men.  Fur  laying 
il  aside  the  commandment  of  God,  ye  hold  the  trudi- 

I'lion  of  men . I''iill  well  ye  reject  the  command- 

inent  of  (Jod,  that  ye  may  kceji  your  own  tradi- 
I  lion.”  Mark  vii:  7-9.  Thus  we  discover  their 
[doctrines  were  false.  They  were  noted  for  making 
I  the  word  of  God  of  nunc  cli'ect,  through  their  tra- 
I'dition. 

■  It  IS  evident  that  their  *•  cominandments  of 
I'men”  always  came  in  contact  with  themselves, 
iis  they  do  now-a-diiys.  They  are  “command¬ 
ments'’  which  contradict  and  cross  each  other,  and 
well  they  may  be  termed  doctrines — iu  the  plural. 
Put  Paul  says,  '*  touch  not ;  taste  not ;  handle  not, 
which  all  are  to  perish  with  the  using,  after  the  com- ' 
mandments  and  doctrines  of  men.”  And  again, . 
••Now  the  spirit  speaketh  expressly,  that  in  the] 
latter  limes  some  shall  depart  from  the  faith,  giving ' 
liieed  to  seducing  spirits,  and  doctrines  (in  tbe  plu- 1 
nil)  of  devils.”  I 

Thus  we  discover  that  it  is  the  di  vil’s  doctrines  ; ! 
or  doctrines  concerning  devils,  as  it  might  have  been 
rendered.  Well  may  Paul  use  tbe  term  in  tbe  plu-: 
ral  ;  for  their  doctrines  and  devils  are  ••  many” — ! 
;md  this  is  not  all ;  they  are  opposed  to  each  other. ' 
••  Pe  not  carried  about  (says  James)  with  divers^ 
and  strange  doctrines,"  (in  the  plural.)  If  otiri 
Partialist  brethren,  speak,  preaeh  or  write  about  j 
••  the  doctrines  of  God,”  ••  the  doctrines  of  Christ,”  j 
••  the  doctrines  of  the  Gospel,”  let  us  not  slide  into  ] 
their  use  of  words,  but  heed  tbe  injunction  of  the' 
apostle,  lo  “  hold  fast  the  form  of  sound  words.”  i 

Should  we  follow  them,  we  may  soon  be  under! 
ithe  necessity  of  employing  many  other  terms  in  tbe  I 
I  plural — such  ns  the  attributes  of  God.  For  in-] 
stance  ;  his  justice,  love,  k,c.  The  Orthodox  tell . 
about  two  or  three  kinds  of  justice — general  justice, 
distributive  justice  and  commutative  justice — (See 
Rev.  R.  Kay’s  letter  to  Rev.  S,  Miles,  current  vo¬ 
lume  of  the  Advocate,  No.  39) — which,  if  correct, 
we  must  say  the  justices  of  God,  meaning  many 
kinds  of  justice.  Again,  they  tell  about  God’s  love 
of  complacency,  and  his  love  of  benevolence,  or  pity 
— meaning  two  kinds  of  love.  For,  say  they,  al¬ 
though  “  (iod  so  loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his 
only  begotten  Son,”  &ic.,  yet  his  love  for  the  elect 
is  a  real  love — a  love  of  complacency  ;  whereas  his 
love  towards  the  reprobate  is  only  a  love  of  pity. — 
From  this,  we  discover  that  God  possesses  two 
kinds  of  love.  Now  this  is  n  sentiment  they  incul¬ 
cate  with  much  assurance.  And  why  is  this  done? 
Evidently  lo  save  the  Deity  from  mutability.  God 
is  unchangeable.  If,  therefore,  he  loves  the  whole 
world  with  an  unchangeable  love  of  complacency, 
it  must  eventuate  in  their  final  holiness  and  happi¬ 
ness.  But  this  would  be  universal  salvation.  Now 
to  avoid  this,  they  fix  out  the  Deity  with  another 
kind  of  love,  which  actuates  him  to  create  millions 
of  intelligent  human  beings,  and  then  give  them 
a  law  and  an  agency,  which  he  knew  would  render 
their  endless  damnation  sure  !  And  this  they  call 
his  “  love  of  pity” !  Here,  we  perceive,  are  two

i'My  first  discourse  w  as  well  allended  ;  as  you  know 
curiosity  is  always  eager  lo  see  and  bear  what  i» 

I  new.  Tbe  crowd  listened  witb  attention  to  tin 
'Words  ibat  fell  Irom  my  quivering  lips,  and  there 
IjWasa  general  assent  given  ;  some  manifesting  it  by 
I  their  words,  and  others  by  Ibeir  tears  :  but,  to  mV 
Ijsurprise.  tbe  dilK  rent  denominiiiions  took  me  as  an 
advociile  of  ibeir  doiitiine.  Not  feeling  myself 
mueh  bonoi'cd  to  be  styled  an  advocate  for  infinit* 
cruelly,  I  determined  ibat  the  next  discourse  should 
decide  the  matter,  1  soon  met  another  crowd,  com¬ 
posed  of  dillerent  denominations,  and  I  then  de¬ 
clared  111!!  doctrine  of  ••the  reslilulion  of  all  things, 
spoken  by  tbe  motilb  of  all  God’s  holy  prophets 
since  tlcj  world  begiin.”  (Jn  bearing  this,  every 
one  returned  to  his  tent,  and  then  came  on  the  tug 
(if  war,  I  was  left  lo  the  mercy  of  that  denomina¬ 
tion  who  style  ibem.selves  UniversaliMs  ;  but  being 
iii  my  own  country,  and  amongst  my  own  kinsmen, 
j  I  had  not  mueh  honor.  Tiie  popular  part  of  our 
lorder  stood  aloof  and  could  not  sec  me.  This  lash 
|eamc  from  ti  quarter  I  did  not  ex[)et:t,  and  sunk  deep 
I  into  my  tender  heart.  But  as  I  was  determined  nut 
to  look  back,  I  wiped  up  my  Iciirs,  and  thought  I 
j  would  bel[)  myself;  and  if  1  could  not  be  instant  ta 
[season,  I  would  out  of  season.  And  I  verily  bt»- 
lieve  I  was  ;  for  i  delivered  a  sermon  at  the  inter¬ 
mission  of  a  Methodist  (juarterly  meeting,  whilst  1 
occupied  the  street  as  my  house,  and  a  lumber  wa¬ 
gon  ns  my  desk.  But,  to  my  graiificatiun,  two  old 
Universalist  brethren  had  the  meekness  to  mount 
my  humble  pulpit  and  take  a  seat  with  me.  Tito 
bouse  was  soon  drained,  and  1  was  surrounded  witb 
an  attentive  assembly — two  of  the  elders  having  pre¬ 
viously  taken  a  deliberate  seat  directly  under  th« 
end  of  my  desk  :  and  to  complete  our  commanding 
situation,  the  branches  of  a  well  spread  tree  shaded 
our  stand,  and  most  of  the  assembly,  from  th* 
scorching  sun.  They  listened  with  attention,  until 
the  latter  part  of  my  discourse,  when  the  Arminiaa 
fabric  began  to  totter  upon  its  sandy  foundation.— 
The  two  elders  fled,  and  their  llock  soon  began  to 
follow;  and  I  had  to  be  very  brief  in  my  conclu¬ 
ding  remarks,  in  order  to  be  their  company.
